Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 02

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Williams. 
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Williams discloses a vacuum sweeper having a v-belt with grooves that engages a pulley 
on a brushroll spindle that has a smooth belt-engaging surface (fig. 1, #34,40, fig. 4, #34, fig. 5, 
#40). 

With respect to claims 2-3, Williams discloses the spindle and pulley being a one-piece 
member (fig. 1, #40). 



disclosure. Lyman discloses a vacuum sweeper having a grooved pulley on the brushroll spindle. 
Morishita et al. discloses a vacuum sweeper with a smooth pulley on the brushroll spindle and a 
smooth belt.
